WILMOT ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 15, 2007 


Moderator called the meeting to order at 7:02 PM with Pledge of Allegiance led by Keith 
Fleury. Moderator, Tom Kraeger, explained the rules of the meeting and that the meeting 
was being taped for reference.

Motion made by Charles Thompson, second 
by Mary Kay Huntoon. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) for the Kearsarge Valley Road Bridge 
replacement; to authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept federal and state funds 
for such purpose: to accept Seventy Five percent (75%) or three hundred seventy five 
thousand ($375,000) from the Federal Emergency Management Agency with ninety 
five thousand dollars ($95,000) to be transferred from the Bridge Capital Reserve fund 
and the remainder of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to be raised from general 
taxation. The town has applied for a Bidge Grant from the New Hampshire Department 
of Transportation in the amount of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000). In the 
event the town receives the grant from NHDOT, that amount will be used to offset the 
Town’s portion. 


Selectman, Charles Thompson, stated that since the Warrant had been written the Town 
had received the grant of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) from the New 
Hampshire Department of Transportation. 

Article passed by voice vote.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


We are happy to report that 2007 was a year of celebration and success. 


The 200" birthday of the Town of Wilmot was celebrated at length with activities throughout the year. The 
reports of the Bicentennial Committee and the Monument Restoration Committee are included elsewhere in 
this town report. The Board appreciates the efforts of Mary Gutgsell and Elizabeth Kirby, the respective 
chairs of those two committees, and especially the citizens who volunteered on these committees and 
helped make the celebration a success. 


The town was also successful in accomplishing four goals set forth in last year’s town report. First, with the 
cooperation of Dorothy M. Jones, the town purchased the existing Transfer Station site, thereby assuring 
that there will be a facility for recycling and rubbish transfer that will serve the town for many years. The 
first steps have been taken to reconfigure the access and layout to ensure ease of use and encourage 
recycling. 


Second, through protracted work with FEMA and NHDOT, we secured funding reimbursement for 
replacing the bridge on Kearsarge Valley Road that was lost in the May 2006 flooding. By opting for a pre- 
cast concrete structure the installation was swift and, with the use of the temporary bridge, resulted in the 
road being closed for only a brief period. The final layer of asphalt will be laid in the spring of 2008, after 
which the allowed reimbursements will be completed. 


Third, the Water Resources Committee, under the chairmanship of Brenda Snyder, completed an inventory 
of available water sources to be developed for fire protection in areas of the town where water sources are 
unreliable. The results of the study, to include designs for construction, have been turned over to the fire 
department and a citizens committee to implement and follow a schedule to prioritize and develop the sites. 


Finally, as a result of recommendations by the Highway Department Site Selection Committee, (see 2006 
Town Report) and the generosity and community spint of Marc and Ann Davis, the Board will present a 
proposal to the 2008 Town Meeting to purchase the 38 acre former McCaul site on Rt. 4-A as the site for a 
new highway garage. There is a tremendous need to eliminate the sub-standard conditions that our highway 
personnel work under and provide adequate space for the storage and maintenance of the Town’s 
equipment, thereby extending its life. We are very hopeful the town will react favorably to this opportunity 
by voting to purchase the site. 


At the March Town Meeting Mary Kay Huntoon was elected to the three year term as Selectman. Kenneth 
Clarke was appointed to fill out the unexpired second year term vacated by Robert Levengood. The third 
year of the term will be filled at the 2008 election. 


Following the retirement of Town Clerk/Tax Collector, Joyce Lichty, the Board interviewed for a 
replacement and appointed Rhonda Gauthier to fill out the unexpired term. Connie Aldrich was appointed 
to fill the vacant position of Administrative Assistant. 


We were not without setbacks. Once again heavy flooding in April resulted in extensive road washouts. 
The town highway crew and local contractors worked diligently to promptly restore culverts and roads to 
passable condition. 


We again are grateful for the dedication of our town employees who often go above and beyond to ensure 
continued service to the town. We are also very appreciative of those who serve on the many town 
committees and boards. They give selflessly of their time and talents, in what are sometimes thankless 
tasks, to make our town an enjoyable place to live. We thank them for their service and we thank you, the 
citizens, for your support in the past year.

2007 Report of the Library Trustees 


2007 saw some changes at the library, with the most significant being in the staff. 
Barbara Faughnan, our librarian of nearly five years, decided it was time to move on 
(although we are fortunate that she is still an active volunteer at the circulation desk). 
From Barbara’s first day on the job, she made the library a warm and inviting place and 
her commitment to the community and library has been key to the tremendous growth in 
activity. We appreciate the great job she did and thank her. The trustees hired Susan 
Cowan Morse who served as an interim librarian as the trustees searched for a person 
who wanted to make the Wilmot Public Library home, hopefully for many years to come. 
In early 2008, our new librarian, Rosanna Dude, took over and we can't tell you how 
excited we are to have her. She is a published children’s book author and lives in 
Wilmot with her husband, Vincent and son, Kai. We remain fortunate to have Kendel 
Currier as our most able and valued Librarian’s Assistant. 


Again in 2007, patron visits were up and circulation (number of items taken out) was up 
to over 7500 items. Numbers in almost every category have increased every year; not 
surprising since it is a rare occasion that you go to the library and don't find at least a 
couple other people there. It wasn’t that long ago that a couple patrons a shift made for 
a busy day! Now, folks stop by, pick up the current magazines or newspapers and take 
a few minutes in an easy chair to relax while they wait for their turn on the computer. We 
would love to have more children come in after school (the bus stops right at the library) 
and do their homework or some reading. Throughout the fall, Susan tapped into her 
experience from the KRMS and KAN and did a fantastic job of building the collection for 
ages 10- 16. It’s a tough age to appeal to, which is why we try to start young with the 
Children’s Story Hour and Summer Reading Program and hopefully keep them 
coming to the library into their teens. 


Just a reminder: Any day the KRSD closes school, the library will be closed, but if there 
is just a delayed opening of school, the library will be open as usual. 


The library participated in the Wilmot Bicentennial activities by selling the School Days 
historical calendars designed by the Swindells and with a float in the parade. There are 
still some calendars left and they are a great piece of memorabilia to have as a 
keepsake.

Audio books continue to be very popular not only for commuters, but also for people 
headed out on the road for vacation. A monthly book club for adults continues strong 
with the current book title posted and available at the library. Anyone is welcome to join. 
We offer Books on Wheels and will deliver books to your home. If you know of anyone 
who cannot get out to the library, why not suggest it. If there are any books you would 
like to have added to the collection, let the librarian know and she will take care of it, 
either as a permanent purchase or arrange to get it through ILL (Interlibrary Loan). 
Increasingly popular, wireless internet access is available at the library and we have 
even found folks sitting in their cars online with their laptops, when the library is closed. 


The Wilmot Public Library is an active and vibrant part of our community and if you 
haven't already, you really need to make a point of coming in. If reading isn’t your thing, 
we have movies for children and adults and the price (free) makes it worth the trip. 
Membership in the LUV Coop (Libraries of the Upper Valley) allows us to offer new 
DVDs and audio books without having to purchase them outright, freeing up more 
money for permanent additions to our collection. By utilizing grants from the New 
Hampshire Humanities Council and the council’s speaker's bureau, we have access (at 
very little cost) to a variety of interesting programs. If you check out the NHHC website, 
you can see what is available and let us know if something interests you. 


Our gratitude again this year to the Friends of the Wilmot Public Library for their ideas, 
energy and financial support, and the Wilmot Garden Club for keeping us looking great.

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FRIENDS OF THE WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Friends of the Wilmot Public Library is a nonprofit organization of volunteers whose 
purpose is to focus public attention on the library, to stimulate the use of the library's 
resources and services; to receive and encourage gifts, endowments and bequests to the 
library; to support and cooperate with the library in developing library services and 
facilities for the community; and to support the freedom to read as expressed in the 
American Library Association Bill of Rights. 


The current officers are: President, Carol MacDonald; Vice President, Loretta Zuger; 
Treasurer, Nola Aldrich; and Secretary, Kate McKibbin. The Directors are: Lynda De 
Costa, Terry Fiset, Sarah O'Connor, Amy Swindell, Jackie Thompson and Brenda Tirrell. 
The Directors and officers comprise the Executive Board, which works with the Wilmot 
Board of Library Trustees to further our mutual goals. 


We depend on annual membership dues and private donations for funding, along with 
other fundraising activities during the year, including sales of Wilmot sweatshirts and 
Wilmot Public Library tote bags, book sales, pillow rentals and election-day bake sales. 
As our contribution to Wilmot’s Bicentennial Celebration, we sold 2007 calendars with 
the theme of “School Days.” The calendar, designed by Amy and John Swindell, shows 
some of the school buildings that were in use in town, and includes a replica of the town 
map produced for the nation’s bicentennial in 1976. From the proceeds of these activities, 
we donated $5,000 to the library. 


Membership in the Friends is open to all, with annual dues of $5.00 per person. Our 
annual meeting is held each May. Our 2007 Annual Meeting featured Allen V. Koop, 
Visiting Professor of History at Dartmouth College, who spoke of Stark Decency, his 
account of the World War II German Prisoner of War Camp in Stark, New Hampshire, 
and the interactions between the POWs and the townspeople. 


We encourage all who share an interest in our library to participate in our meetings, 
sharing our plans and contributing your ideas of how the Friends of the Wilmot Public 
Library can better serve the community. The library programs enrich our community and 
support the partnership of volunteers of other community organizations that make 
Wilmot special. 


We look forward to seeing you at the Wilmot Public Library, located at 11 North Wilmot

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Wilmot Fire & Rescue 2007 Report 


Wilmot Fire & Rescue has worked hard and had great success to enhance its 
preparedness for the town’s emergencies. There are 32 men and women currently on the 
roster who are dedicated to serving their community 24/7. These admirable individuals 
carry a pager with them and are willing to drop what they are doing, day or night, in any 
weather, to help a neighbor in need, for any reason called upon. I commend the members 
for their loyalty, training dedication, and patriotism. 


In 2007, two new pieces of apparatus were added and one obsolete truck was put 
out of service. Hopefully, everyone had an opportunity to see the new equipment on 
display at the farmers market last summer. The new Rescue Truck which was put in 
service in the spring. This versatile rig 1s designed to handle a variety of calls, and took 
tremendous planning to maximize its functionality. 87 Rescue | has state of the art 
vehicle extrication equipment (partially funded by a grant from the NH Highway Safety 
Agency), haz-mat mitigation, communication command center, medical response 
supplies and tools, rescue equipment, and more. In a brief time in service it has proven 
extremely useful. The second unit was the new tanker which came into service in the fall. 
87 Tanker 2 has a 1750 gallon water tank, and a 500 gallon per minute pump. The 1982 
tanker remains in service as a backup unit.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Doug Rayno, the local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and 
frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact 
your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit 1s required 
before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit 1s 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning 
of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES 
at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 
271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, particularly late April into early 
May. As the forests and fields greened up in later May the fire danger decreased. 
However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into 
September, with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the 
dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 2006. The largest forest fire 
during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet 
Mountain in Chesterfield during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this 
season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season 
threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s 
Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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Report of Highway Department and Transfer Station 


Weather, weather and more weather challenged the road crew again this past spring. In 
the weeks and months following the flooding in April, work was done on the following 
roads: Breezy Hill, Cross Hill, Eagle Pond, Grace, Grafton, Granite Hill, Hobbs Hill, 
Jewell, LaJoie, New Canada, North Wilmot, Old North, Old Winslow, Quaker Path, So. 
Danbury and Stearns. Thank you to all who live and travel in the Grace Road area for 
your patience as the improvements were completed this November. A special thanks to 
those who helped during the emergency stages of the flooding to keep people safe and 
help make the roads passable: The Fire Department and F.A.S.T. squad, the Police 
Department, Jewell Excavation, Rayno construction, Clarke Excavation and Rockwood 
Excavation, Dave Atwood, Clayton Nowell, and Don Lucas. 


Traffic was once again re-routed to Old Winslow Road while the new bridge was set in 
place on Kearsarge Valley Road. The final paving will be done in the spring and the work 
will be complete! Many thanks to all who helped with this monumental project: 
Selectmen, the Fire Department, and a special thank you to the Sliters for the use of their 
property for vehicle parking and storage — it made the job much easier! 


Our paving projects this year included Jones Road and shimming on North Wilmot Road. 
Thank you to the Town for the new backhoe that was purchased and delivered in July. 


Transfer Station news includes our newest employee Justin Hatch, brother of Josh. Justin 
was welcomed as our second transfer station attendant when the Board of Selectmen 
realized how quickly we are growing. The transfer station remains a busy place, as the 
town continues to recycle and make good use of the three bins for clothing that were 
added this year, along with the mandatory electronics bin, and construction debris 
container. 


Recycling figures in 2007 include the following: Wilmot recycled 92 tons of paper and 
cardboard saving 1,568 trees; 38 tons of scrap metal conserving 38,446 pounds of coal; 
18 tons commingled plastic & aluminum; 1.3 tons of electronics, countless pounds of 
clothing, and 25 tons of glass were kept out of the compactor. Fantastic! 


Remember to get a transfer station sticker from the Town Clerk, or Selectmen’s Office 
when you move to Wilmot or get a new car or truck. Keep up the good work and 
encourage your neighbors to recycle, remember that everything you recycle reduces the 
solid waste charges significantly.

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WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


2007 was an active year for the Wilmot Planning Board, with numerous subdivisions, lot 
line adjustments, and home occupation applications submitted to and acted upon by the 
Board. 


Four applications for a total of thirty-two condominium units were presented to the Board 
for approval in May. These were the same applications that were turned down by the 
Wilmot Planning Board in 2004 because the Board felt the applications did not adhere to 
the density requirements of the Wilmot Zoning Ordinance and that they also were not 
consistent with the original intent of the cluster subdivision approvals which were for 
commercial use. The applicant, in 2004, appealed the Planning Board’s decision to the 
Superior Court and that Court upheld the Planning Board’s decision. The applicants 
further appealed the Superior Court’s decision to the State Supreme Court which ruled in 
the applicant’s favor. The application was remanded back to the Planning Board for a 
hearing on the merits. 


Extensive public hearings were held from May through November on the condominium 
application. In November the Planning Board approved the applications subject to a 
number of conditions. The applicant has appealed four of these conditions to the 
Superior Court and the Town, with the assistance of counsel, has filed a response. A 
hearing is scheduled in Superior Court in May, 2008. 


Planning Board member Brenda Snyder worked actively for most of 2007 with various 
Town and State officials on a Water Resources Plan for the Town of Wilmot. The plan 
identifies, evaluates and maps water resource sites available for fire fighting purposes. A 
copy is available in the Town Office. 


I thank all of the Planning Board members, alternates, and our very able secretary, Tracy 
Jordan, for their dedicated work this past year.

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WILMOT ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


As a quasi-judicial body the Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) holds 
public hearings for individuals and organizations who submit properly 
completed applications for variances and special exceptions that meet 
zoning ordinance criteria. Applications must meet one of the following 
categories: 


- Appeal from an Administrative Decision 
Special Exception 
Use Variance 
- Area Variance 
- Equitable Waivers of Dimensional Requirements 


In 2007 the ZBA held five public hearings. Two meetings (April for 
election of a Chairman and October for election of a Vice Chairman) are 
mandated by charter. The other meetings addressed the following appeals: 


Jan 30: Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department appeal of an 
administrative decision. Board ruled that the subdivision application 
was incomplete and remanded it back to the Planning Board. 


Apr 3: Election of Chairman 


Jul 10: Addressed an appeal for special exception and variance 
for removal of a dormant gravel pit. Variance application approved. 


Oct 6: Election of Vice Chairman 


Nov 27: Addressed an appeal to overturn a building permit 
granted by the Selectmen on the grounds of perceived dangerous 
condition. Appeal denied. 


The ZBA is an all volunteer board looking for additional members who 
would like to be involved in community service. Residences who might be 
interested in participating as an alternate member are encouraged to 
contact the Selectmen at the Town Office.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR FY 2007 


Through UVLSRPC membership, the 27 cities and towns of the Upper Valley, Sullivan County and Lake Sunapee area 
strive to ensure that the growth of the Region does not lower our quality of life, and that it enhances rather than 
threatens our healthy economy. Regional planning provides a mechanism for communities that live and work together 
to collaborate on issues of common concer, such as transportation, emergency preparedness, economic development, 
housing and resource protection. Your community’s active participation in UVLSRPC provides you with a voice in 
regional activities, as well as in decision-making at the state level that affects the future of your community. 


Here is a summary of our work during the past year: 


Completed Phase I of the Route 120 Corridor Management Plan in Hanover and Lebanon, and began transit 
plans with Community Transportation Services in Sullivan County and Advance Transit in Grafton County. 


Continued to participate and facilitate the Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) 
developed for Sullivan County to increase eligibility for federal funding for economic development and 
infrastructure improvements. 


Continued to collaborate with economic development partners in Grafton County through the North Country 
CEDS Committee. 


Partnered with Lake Sunapee Protective Association and Sunapee Area Watershed Coalition to help 
communities collaborate on watershed management planning. 


Completed the Route 4 Corridor Management Plan to balance growth of Canaan and Enfield village centers 
with needs of commuters. 


Obtained funding for Source Water Protection inventories, planning and outreach for Claremont and 
Croydon. 


Promoted our Region's priorities for federal and state transportation funding including Transportation 
Enhancement (TE) Grants. Served on NH Congestion Mitigation & Air Quality Advisory Committee 
(CMAQ). 


Participated in work group studying sprawl in NH and effectiveness of state smart growth policies with NH 
Association of Regional Planning Commission's Legislative Policy Committee, NH GIS Advisory 
Committee, and Mount Sunapee Ski Area Advisory Committee. 

Co-wrote innovative zoning guidebook with NHDES and NHARPC. 

Began updating the Land Use Chapter of the Regional Plan. 

Participated in the New Hampshire Office of Energy and Planning’s fall conference. 


Assisted Connecticut River Joint Commissions with update of corridor management plan. 


Participated in Sullivan County Community Mobility Project to begin identifying and addressing unmet 
transportation needs. 


Performed over 1] 00 traffic counts in 13 communities throughout the Region to provide data for state and 
regional transportation plans. 


Continued to participate with Advance Transit, Community Transportation Services, Upper Valley 
Transportation Management Association, Connecticut River Joint Commissions, Connecticut River 


Byway Council, Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee, Upper Valley Housing Coalition, 
North Country Resource Conservation & Development, and Lake Sunapee Protective Association. 


Organized 4 hazardous waste collections in which over 1,100 households participated to keep approximately 
11,000 gallons of hazardous chemicals out of the Region’s groundwater. 
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Organized, facilitated and participated in a panel discussion for local officials regarding solid waste disposal 
issues in Sullivan County. 


Assisted 7 communities with updates of local master plans, 2 with zoning amendments, | with a Natural 
Resource Inventory, | with starting a capital improvement program and 3 with other regulations. 


Completed road inventories in 5 member communities and processed inventories in an additional 3 
communities, ensuring that full state aid for maintenance is received. 


Conducted hazard mitigation planning in 6 communities to enable them to be eligible for federal disaster 
assistance and hazard mitigation funds. Assisted 2 communities with review of National Flood Insurance 
Program compliance. Assisted Sullivan County communities with process to adopt new floodplain maps to 
ensure residents’ continued eligibility for flood insurance. 


Assisted communities with review of proposed developments. 


Published Elevate the Creative Economy: a planning guide for communities interested in enhancing their 
"creative economy" as an economic development tool. 


Continued emphasis on informational programs and training for local officials including Law Lecture Series 
and programs including: People Power: How to get Citizens to Turn Out, Tune in, and Stay Tuned, How to 
Combat Sprawl with Simple Zoning Techniques, and Context Sensitive Solutions: What This New Approach 
to Transportation Planning Means For Your Community. 


Began the CSS (Context Sensitive Solutions) Process with Charlestown and Walpole for Route 12. 


Responded to numerous day-to-day requests from local board members and staff for guidance, data and GIS 
maps. 


Continued to update our website - www.uvlsrpc.org — with information on planning issues and events, and 
kept library current with the latest technical guidance, planning literature, and sample regulations. Provided 
information to businesses, residents, libraries, school districts and other area organizations. 


Participated in professional development activities to ensure planning staff stays up-to-date on best practices 
emerging topics, GIS, and changes in NH land use law and federal funding programs of benefit to 
communities. 
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Each year we try to address the highest priority needs of the Region, while balancing the varied concerns of 
both the larger and smaller communities within our area. 


We appreciate the high level of participation and support we receive from our communities, and look forward to 
continuing to serve the needs of the Region in addressing the issues above and others that arise in the future. We count 
on feedback from the Commissioners appointed by each community, as well as local officials and residents, to ensure 
that our work program continues to focus on those regional issues that are of the highest priority to you.

TOWN HISTORY COMMITTEE 


The Town History Committee was pleased with Home to the Mountain, the new 
Bicentennial History of Wilmot. Credit goes to neighbors Tom Curren and Kathy 
Neustadt of South Danbury who researched, wrote and designed the book, completing it 
in time for our Bicentennial celebration. 


The cost of producing the book, and then printing a thousand copies, came to just over 
$25,000. Over the past three years, the town has appropriated 60% of the book's cost, 
with the remainder coming from the Town History committee funds and book sales. By 
December of 2007, 238 copies had been sold. Income from future sales will go into the 
town History Committee account. 


The new History is the first to give an overview of how Wilmot life has changed in its 
200 years, and the story is a fascinating one. Copies of the book may be purchased at the 
Town Offices or the Wilmot Public Library. They make fine birthday and Christmas 
gifts, by the way.

Wilmot Conservation Commission 


The past year has been a productive one for the Wilmot Conservation Commission (WCC). 


We have experienced changes in membership. Commissioner Chris Wells, who contributed 
enormously to our work, resigned with regret. Chris bears credit for several of our public 
programs, including a field day at the Donald Hall/Jane Kenyon conservation easement in 
Wilmot, a program held in conjunction with the Forest Society and the Ausbon Sargent Land 
Preservation Trust on the value of conservation easements, and finally to the research for and 
construction of a successful proposal to use a portion of the Land Use Change Tax (LUCT) for 


conservation purposes in Wilmot. The voters at Town meeting approved that latter proposal last 
March. 


Geoff Lizotte moved into a regular seat on the commission. New commissioners were Selectman 
Kenny Clarke and alternate John Bowman. These new commissioners bring a broader perspective 
to the work of the commission, while helping us to continue to make progress. 


We outlined a clear and fully articulated procedure for processing applications for Dredge and 
Fill (wetland) permits in Wilmot so as to assist and expedite the process by which Wilmot 
landowners and developers obtain permits from the NH Department of Environmental Services - 
(DES) to work in wetlands. This procedure outlines a streamlined process that includes site visits 
and delineates the criteria, established by the state, that the WCC would review before passing 
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applications to DES. The full procedure has been made part of our by laws and will be available 
to the public as well as to applicants for Dredge and Fill permits. 


We processed four new Dredge and Fill applications in the last year recommending all for 
approval by DES. Two cases from the previous year were continued. We also received seven 
forestry notices and one notice for reclamation of an excavation site. 


Led by research from Geoff Lizotte and maps produced by Brian Faughnan, we are nearing the 
completion of a Conservation Plan. Using input from a conservation survey we took in 2005 and 
the support we’ ve received from Town Meeting, this plan will clarify the conservation values we 
will use to make expenditures from the LUCT supported conservation fund for purchase options 
such as a conservation easement or land purchase as well as help us to advise the Town as to what 
natural resources may require protection and conservation. 


We have chosen several criteria to use when highlighting land areas in town that have multiple 
beneficial resources for the community. The core conservation and resource protection criteria we 
used and mapped include: 


Protection for current and future sources of drinking water 

Protection for sensitive riparian (near water) habitats and access for recreation 
Flood and erosion control, silt and pollutant retention/filtration. 

Protection of significant wildlife and threatened/rare species habitats. 

Connection of conserved land areas 

Enhancement of recreational activities such as hiking, hunting, and snowmobiling. 
Preservation of open fields for food/hay production and aesthetic beauty 


We were guided by both general principles such as “preserving the rural character’ of our 
community as well as these specific criteria. What ties the general principles together with our 
specific criteria is nothing less than the environmental/ecological health of Wilmot. The other, 
less measurable, but still important criteria for decision-making include: historical and cultural 
sites, scenic views, soils, trails and recreational potential, “uniqueness,” and, of course, actual 
cost. 


A public meeting is planned for February 15", 2008 in order to share our progress to date and 
gain further input from the citizens and landowners of Wilmot.

The Wilmot Community Association (WCA) is a nonprofit, 501(c)(3) charitable 
organization whose mission is to provide and promote recreational, social and 
educational activities for the people of Wilmot and our surrounding communities. The 
WCA is a membership organization open to all area residents and visitors. In 2007, 
approximately 150 families became members or renewed their annual memberships in 
support of our organization. 

The WCA operating budget does not rely on financial support from Town taxes. Our 
facilities (The WCA Barn and Timmy Patten Park & Beach) as well as our programs are 
funded entirely by private donations, small program fees, and annual membership dues. 
The WCA 1s governed by an all-volunteer board and relies on many volunteers to help 
carry out the programs and events vital to our sense of community. 

The WCA Barn — We hosted a variety of programs for all ages: for kids there were 
Wilmot Wacky Day, movie nights, pumpkin carving and a holiday party; for the adults, 
there were knitting and fitness groups; for seniors we worked with the Wilmot Ladies’ 
Aid Society to provide monthly luncheons where seniors can socialize and enjoy 
interesting programs. Among the area organizations currently meeting in the Barn are the 
Kearsarge Mt. Area Coop, Wilmot Ladies’ Aid Society, Alcoholics Anonymous, New 
London Outing Club, Wilmot Garden Club, Wilmot Bicentennial Committee and the 
Wilmot Monument Committee. The Wilmot Learning Place has been able to expand its 
programs in its new, bright space and playground. We played a large role in Wilmot’s 
Bicentennial Celebration, hosting potluck suppers for the Birthday Party and between 
performances of “Birth of a Town,” as well as hosting other Bicentennial events. 

Timmy Patten Park and Beach - The WCA also owns and operates the Timmy 
Patten Park and Beach on Shindagan Road. Members and their guests are invited to use 
this facility, which offers a roped swimming area, picnic tables and playground. The 
WCA continued our improved Summer Beach Program for children ages 6-12 and 
American Red Cross swimming lessons in July and August. If you use these facilities, 
please help support their maintenance by becoming an annual WCA member. 

This year saw the resignation of Bub Morgan, a long-time Board member who headed 
the Steering Committee which funded and oversaw the construction of the Barn. Bub is 
now serving in a similar position with the New London Outing Club. We miss him and 
wish him much luck. 

To handle some of the jobs filled by Bub, we hired Lynda DeCosta as our 
administrator. Lynda oversees building maintenance, meeting schedules and rentals, 
ensuring the upkeep and maintenance of the Barn and broadening the range of programs 
so that we can more fully utilize our facilities and serve as a true gathering place for 
residents of Wilmot and our surrounding towns. We look forward to increased volunteer 
participation to complement the work of the Board in developing these programs. For 
more information on becoming a member, future events, and volunteer opportunities, 
please visit our website at: www.wilmotcommunityassoc.com.

Wilmot’s school is The Wilmot Learning Place. 

The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is a private, not-for profit 501(c)3 state licensed 
Preschool and Pre-Kindergarten offering an introduction to education for three and four 
year old children. For over 40 years we have provided an affordable preschool for all 
Wilmot children, operating in 2 classrooms in the Wilmot Community Association 
building. 


The school has grown in the decades since it was founded in the early 1960’s and now 
employs 2 teachers and 4 part-time assistant teachers, serving 39 students in 4 different 
classes in the 2007-2008 school year. We offer an early drop off and an after school 


program. 


In 2005 we moved into the beautiful new WCA building and constructed 2 new 
playgrounds. We rent this space from the WCA. Our new classrooms have been 
wonderful. 


WLP recognizes the importance of providing a loving and warm environment to enhance 
individual growth and development in all areas. We seek to instill a love for learning by 
providing a positive, enjoyable educational experience for each child. By encouraging 
our children to be kind, caring and polite we hope to nurture each student’s love and 
respect for education and their fellow classmates. Classes focus on healthy habits, 
nutrition, citizenship, manners, cooperative and imaginative play as well as number and 
alphabet recognition. We believe that this foundation will serve the children well as they 
enter Kindergarten and interact with the world outside family and school. 


The school 1s governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of concerned 
citizens, parents and a teacher adviser, the majority of whom are Wilmot residents. We 
have openings on the board for Wilmot residents so if you are interested in joining our 
dynamic, resourceful team, give us a call. 


Wilmot Learning Place was the 2007 recipient of the Lake Sunapee VNA Business of the 
Year award. 


2007 saw turnover 1n our teaching staff. We hired Sue Blanchard to be our new 
Preschool Teacher as well as 4 new part-time assistant teachers, all of whom have been 
excellent additions to the school. 

Our Pre-K is taught by Clare Morgan, our Head Teacher.

Operating as a not-for-profit, we run on a tight budget. The Town of Wilmot’s past 
financial support has helped us tremendously every year and we are very grateful. This 
support, along with vigorous fundraising events helps to keep the school’s tuition 
accessible for every resident. 

Thanks to our new Budget Committee we are in the process of steering the school’s 
budget back on track and operating the school on a more realistic business model. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship assistance 
when we are able all the while employing the most qualified teachers we can find. 
Through our own fundraising efforts and generous donations from two Churches in 
Wilmot, we established a scholarship assistance fund approximately 6 years ago. In 2007, 
approximately $2,400 was given out in tuition assistance. The future of the WLP 
scholarship lies with the community. We are accepting donations to keep the fund alive 
for future students as we are unable to contribute to it due to a very tight budget. All of 
our fundraising 1s directed to help run the school.

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UNH COOPERATIVE EXTENSION - MERRIMACK COUNTY 


For 93 years, UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the University of 
New Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire residents with a broad variety of non- 
formal educational offerings. One in four Merrimack County residents took advantage of 
at least one Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home gardening, 4-H 
(including clubs, camps, special interest programs and after school programs) for children 
and teens, nutrition education for low-income families, and acculturation for refugee 
families. We respond to the needs of forest landowners, commercial farmers, niche 
growers, farmers’ markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns and school 
districts, organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school and town 
groundskeepers maintain athletic fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide 
guidance to community boards on current use, timber tax law, and other land use issues. 
We also help social service agencies plan programs and stay current with the latest 
research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in many state and 
local coalitions, among them the Franklin Asset Building Coalition, Concord Asset 
Building Coalition, the Concord Substance Abuse Coalition, the Timberland Owners 
Association, N.H. Farm and Forest Exposition board, Ausbon Sargent Land Trust 
outreach committee, N.H. Association for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage and 
Family Advisory Board, and the N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town libraries and our 
educators are often a guest of WPTL Radio (107.7 FM), which offers information to 
residents throughout the station’s listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at our Family, Home 
& Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 
5:00 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday evenings. The number for the Info Line 1s 1-877- 
398-4769. Last year, the Info Line handled more than 684 requests from Merrimack 
County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports over 4,300 volunteers: 4-H leaders, master 
gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors and others, 
who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New Hampshire life.

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Recycling Committee 


First, we'd like to thank Dean Hughes, Transfer Station Attendant, and Justin 
Hatch, his assistant, for their work on behalf of town residents throughout the year. 

On May 5, 2007, the Town of Wilmot Recycling Committee collaborated with the 
Wilmot Conservation Commission and the Wilmot Community Association for the 
townwide clean-up day. More than 50 people — adults and children — picked up trash 
along roads throughout town. When volunteers checked in at the Transfer Station, 
members of the Recycling Committee picked through the debris to segregate the metal 
and glass. This kept at least 300 pounds of refuse out of the compactor. This year’s 
townwide clean-up day will be May 3, 2008. 


The Recycling Committee completed, published and distributed Wilmot Recycles, 
a brochure that lists items residents can recycle at the Transfer Station. 

In 2007, the Board of Selectmen decided to provide a separate bin for 
construction debris. This kept 25.5 tons of waste out of the trash compactor! 


Recycling is important and easy. Here are some reminders: 
e <Any paper and cardboard that can be torn and is clean should be recycled. 
e Glass jars, bottles, ceramic toilets and sinks, and window glass can be 
deposited in the glass bin. 
e Plastic #1 and #2 PETE, water, soda, milk jugs, etc. go in the co-mingle 
bin. Please rinse, remove caps, and crush. 
e Aluminum and steel cans go in the co-mingle bin. Please rinse and crush. 


Please remember to reduce, recycle, reuse. Recycling can reduce the Town’s 
cost to remove refuse. This can translate into savings on your property taxes! 
Thank you for your cooperation.

FINAL REPORT 


OLD IN YEARS - YOUNG IN SPIRIT 


After all the planning and anticipation, the end result is wonderful memories, which are 

“ priceless.” We have a magnificent community and I hope everyone in town 
experienced some of the fun during last summer’s Bicentennial Celebration. It is hard to 
single out any one event, project, or person, because everyone worked well together, even 
those who took over at the last minute and made things happen. There were no ‘issues,’ 
or personal agendas and we managed to keep things fun and politics-free. Now we pass 
the baton to those who will lead the celebration in 2057! 


Two Bicentennial signs were displayed, one of wood construction by Ed Weaver on 
Route 11, and the other a vinyl banner across North Road near the Town Hall. 


The Wilmot Community Association’s Black Fly Blitz on May 28" started the summer’s 
activities with a running start! The first of the Bicentennial memorabilia booths 
presented ladies bonnets and aprons made by Barbara Sanborn, raffle tickets for 
Barbara’s beautiful quilts, The Old Farmer’s 2007 Almanac, note cards of Wilmot by 
Carol Weatherbee, and the commemorative Bicentennial lapel pin designed by Rick Jaros 
and Lynette Speake, and supplied by Keith and Patricia Fleury. 


The Wilmot Ladies Aid Society, the oldest organization in Wilmot (since before 1898), 
sponsored a Bicentennial Tea at the Home of Dana Dakin on Campground Road, the site 
of the original fire house, on June 7". More than 20 women dressed in period clothing, 
enjoyed the company of their neighbors, and sampled homemade delights for lunch. 


June 18" marked Wilmot’s official incorporation date. Falling on a Monday we were not 
sure what to expect but the turnout was exceptional and it was a beautiful evening. More 
than 150 people came to the Bandstand for official presentations with Keith Fleury as 
Master of Ceremonies. Gay Ellen Rayno sang the Star-Spangled Banner and led 
everyone in singing ‘Happy Birthday’ to Wilmot. The Wilmot Ladies Aid Society 
presented a basket of gifts to Wilmot’s ‘ Bicentennial Baby,’ Matthew Lawrence Elliott, 
born June 5" to Cindy and Larry Elliott. (The young couples of Wilmot heeded my call 
last fall for a baby by Jun1 8th, as we experienced a record 8 births by June 5", with only 
11 total for the year!) The Clark Family, with Elizabeth Thompson Kirby officiating, 
presented a Signature Quilt to the Wilmot Historical Society. All adjourned to the 
Wilmot Community Association Barn for a potluck supper and entertainment by the 
Fondtones Doo-Wop group. Postmaster Elizabeth Fielding operated the Bicentennial 
Celebration Station which featured the USPS cancellation designed by Kate McKibbin 
for June 18'" and August 18". The logo cachet envelope was designed by John Lutz of 
Vermont. 
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Kate McKibbin designed all event program books and advertising set-ups, spending 
hundreds of hours on the computer and receiving hundreds of calls (at all times of the day 
and night) for changes and additional information — all done so professionally, willingly, 
and graciously! 


Tournament Day, June 30'", was another beautiful day starting with breakfast at the 
Wilmot Community Association Barn, horseshoes at the Pine Hill cemetery thanks to 
Keith Fleury, a lobster lunch at the WCA Barn, and finally a croquet tournament and 
garden party at the Take-It-For-Granite Farm Bed and Breakfast, thanks to Lindy and 
Craig Heim. Both meals were sponsored by WCA volunteers. 


At the opening bandstand concert July 7", seven women competed for the title of “Ms 
Wilmot.” Voting tickets were sold by Kelsie Lee and the winner was determined by the 
number of tickets secured during the evening (a pay-off competition). Contestants 
represented different periods in Wilmot’s 200-year history. Lindy Heim 1923, Mary 
Gutgsell 1945, Connie Aldrich 1950, Rhonda Gauthier 1970, Sidney Wall and Samantha 
Belmosto 1980, and Ann Davis with Skidder, the timber dog, 2003. Gutgsell took in the 
most votes, with Davis and Skidder placing second. 


“Birth of a Town,” a play written by Olive Morey Chase for Wilmot’s Sesquicentennial, 
was directed by Meg Cowan on Sunday July 22 at the Town Hall. Sixteen good men and 
one dog reenacted how our town was established. Clayton Nowell is noted to be the only 
person to have starred in all three productions of the historic play (1957, 1976, 2007). 
Even Wilmot’s oldest citizen, Tony Caruso played a crucial role in the production. Tom 
Eslick provided musical interludes before and after the two performances. A potluck 
supper was enjoyed between the shows. We are very appreciative of Meg’s expertise and 
enthusiasm in organizing such fun for us all! 


The citizens of Wilmot marked two hundred years in a grand way during the Old Home 
Days Celebration August 18" and 19". A parade, quilt and art show, rededication of the 
Veterans’ Memorial, a Fire Fighters’ chicken BBQ and a band concert and ice cream 
sundaes highlighted Saturday. A standing-room only-church service and an afternoon of 
activities and music on the Town Green rounded out the weekend. 


The festivities started with a quilt show organized by Connie Aldrich at the WCA Barn. 
Two hundred people viewed more than 50 quilts displayed on tables, racks, and in quaint 
vignettes. The people’s choice awards went to Judy Rayno for first place with her hand 
appliquéd and embroidered wild flower quilt; Mary Gutgsell in second for her mother’s 
hand quilted and appliquéd wreath and flower quilt; and Esther Grace for her 
embroidered birds of the United States. The artisans displaying and selling their work on 
the front lawn of the WCA were Sam Wild of Wild Pottery, Paul Sanborn with his 
whirly-gigs, toile painter Leona Magnarelli, Margaret Dwyer with her painting and 
jewelry, the Tewksbury family with their cook book, and Tom Eslick with his books and 
music. 
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The Wilmot Post Office again operated the Bicentennial Celebration Station with 
Tammie Raynor of the Andover Post Office hand cancelling bicentennial cachet 
envelopes with the bicentennial special cancellation. Requests came in from 14 states 
and Germany for our Bicentennial commemorative cancellation. 


The Farmers’ Market operated until 2 p.m. to accommodate the hundreds of people who 
came to view the grand parade at noon. More than 50 entries paraded down Village Road 
to the delight of all viewers. The parade started with Police Chief David White escorting 
the judges and parade organizer Kelsie Lee to the reviewing stand at the Veterans 
Monument. New London American legion Post 40 members Frank Anderson, Howard 
Anderson, and Cindy Anderson, all of Springfield, served as Color Guard. A lone 
drummer, Gregory Gutgsell of Vermont, and Uncle Sam, Charlie Darling of Andover, 
walked together behind the Color Guard. Thirty-three members of the Evans Family 
participated as Parade Marshall with a decorated elongated flat bed honoring the life of 
Dorothy (Crouse) Evans 1913-2007, who was the oldest native in the Bicentennial year. 
Other family floats included Thompson, Gross, Atwood, and Walker. Organization floats 
included the Wilmot Community Association, The Wilmot Public Library, the Wilmot 
Learning Place, and the Wilmot Congregational Church. The Bandstand Committee float 
included musicians Justin Irick, Steven Panacek, Josh Kozikowski, Miles Driscoll, and 
Eli Mills. Other entries included local antique cars and a motor cycle, antique big wheel 
bikes, the Manchester Mounted Police, the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust, The 
Andover One Wheelers, the Model “T” Hillbillies from Raymond, Take-It-For-Granite 
Farm Bed and Breakfast, Orrok Farm Llamas, Wilmot Selectmen Mary Kay Huntoon and 
Ken Clarke, Sutton antique tractors, Sutton Fire Department, and the Wilmot Volunteer 
Fire Department with the “Fire House Dog” ‘Pepper’. Profile Automobile League 
paraded 14 antique cars, also escorting Tony Caruso, the oldest citizen; Matthew 
Lawrence Elliott, the Bicentennial Baby and his family; Ms Wilmot, Mary Gutgsell; and 
State Senator Peter Burling and State Representative Randy Foose at the beginning of 
the parade. First place float went to the Atwood Family; Best of Show to the Evans 
Family; Oldest Antique Car to Peter Guest, and the Cleanest Antique Car to David 
Brooks. 


PAL’s antique cars were displayed on Campground Road along with Wilmot’s 1886 
hearse which was borrowed for the day from the New London Historical Society. 


The Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department hosted a chicken BBQ at the station on Route 11, 
serving to a capacity crowd, selling out of even the hot dogs and hamburgers. 


At 2:30 p.m. more than 200 citizens gathered at the newly refurbished and landscaped 
Veterans’ Memorial to rededicate the monument and officially present the new plaque 
and memorial walkway. See Liz Kirby’s report for full details of the event. 

The evening bandstand concert featured Mark Aldrich and the Uptown Band. Everyone 
enjoyed ice cream sundaes provided by the Bandstand Committee. 
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Sunday morning started with a church service at the Wilmot Baptist Church with the Rev. 
Allen Koop officiating. Awards were presented by Elizabeth Kirby to the youngest 
attendee Anne Walker, 4, of Wilmot; the oldest attendee, Thelma Menard, 87, of 
Virginia, formerly of Wilmot; the largest family, the Dick Claytons of Elkins with six 
members; and the person traveling the longest distance, Dolly Fowler Mailloux of 
Florida. 


After the church service participants gathered on the Town Green to share lunch, pose for 
a group picture, play old fashioned games supplied by Lynn Solomon, and be entertained 
by the Kearsarge Community Band, Mr. Phil’s magic show, and the North Country 
Chordsmen. A fruit pie contest was organized by Robin Reed with help from Martha 
Bristol and Victoria Thomas. The three judges, Janet Sala of Warner, chosen because 
“she is a wonderful cook with a discriminating palette;” Tom Thomas of Wilmot “who 
has a passion for fruit pies;” and Qwilym Evans of Wales who “decided to come to the 
colonies to evaluate how Wilmot has progressed over the last 200 years;” judged two 
apple pies, a blueberry pie and a strawberry rhubarb pie. Mary Gutgsell won with her 
apple custard pie and Lynn Solomon placed second with her blueberry pie. Pie slices 
were sold to picnickers and a cake was served provided by David Brooks of Bedford to 
honor Wilmot’s 1886 hearse which was on loan from New London Historical Society for 
the celebration. 


Helium balloons were handed out during the weekend celebration by Ann Marie, 
Victoria, and Tom Thomas. 


The InterTown Record Wilmot Scavenger Hunt provided by Keith Fleury was won by 
Esther and Tyler Grace, receiving a DVD of the play “Birth of a Town;” Jackie and 
Charles Thompson receiving a subscription to Kearsarge Magazine; and Liz Kirby a 
subscription to the Interfown Record. 


A park bench was presented by the Bicentennial Committee and placed on the Town 
Green with the inscription “Remembering Dorothy (Crouse) Evans 1913-2007 Oldest 
Native 2007 Wilmot Bicentennial.” 


Historical Tour Guides of Wilmot Flat, Kearsarge Mountain, North Wilmot, and Wilmot 
Center are available at the Town Offices and library. 


Barbara Sanborn’s beautiful hand quilted queen 16 patch quilt was won by Lindy Heim 
of Wilmot and the twin Sun Bonnet Sue appliquéd quilt was won by Mary Gutgsell of 
Wilmot at the last Farmers’ Market of the season. 


An eight page Wilmot Bicentennial Souvenir Issue for Old Home Days was published by 
the Interfown Record on August 14"" thanks to the many businesses and individuals who 
generously supported all the events. Special thanks to Bonney and John Teti of 
Lightsong Studio who sponsored the full-page collage of Old Home Day festivities in the 
InterTown Record August 28". 
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Marie Pacetta of Pacetta TV Productions aired three programs of Bicentennial events on 
her show “Live A Little” during December, January, and February. The shows were 
sponsored by Nathan Walker of Walker Automotive. 


A small time capsule of Bicentennial memorabilia and children’s thoughts for the future 
will be sealed at Town Meeting to be opened in 2056. 


Wilmot treasure recipes, collected last year, will be available at Town Meeting and at the 
Town Office. 


Financially we did pretty well considering nothing had been done like this since 1976 and 
it is hard to predict costs and projects two years in advance! The town allocated $12,000 
over three years and we budgeted on raising $3,000 for a total of $15,000. We actually 
spent $18,000 but we also raised $7,000 more than anticipated. Businesses and 
individuals contributed $4,400; play tickets $1,420; thanks to the Fleurys, the pins 
brought in $1,200; and thanks to Barbara Sanborn for her sewing and quilts, $1,600. We 
also sold a variety of cards, DVDs of the parade and play and other memorabilia. We 
were in line on the signage, newsletter, and marker expenses, and over on the advertising 
and printing. We gave $500 to the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department for the BBQ and 
bought a park bench and sign ($600) in honor of our oldest native and resident, Dorothy 
Evans, who passed away in April. The committee decided to allocate the extra fund- 
raised monies (approximately $4,000) to the Veteran Monument Fund. 


Thanks to all who volunteered their time to sell at the Bicentennial booths, sold raffle 
tickets, solicited for advertising, helped at events, and just made the whole experience 
nice! What a great group of people! Thanks to the Bicentennial Committee and the 
Town for a memorable celebration!

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VETERANS’ MEMORIAL COMMITTEE REPORT 


In January 2007, the Civil War “Soldier at Parade Rest” statue was at Bay 
Hill Forge being repaired and refinished. It was returned to Wilmot and 
presided over 2007 town meeting where citizens seized the opportunity to be 
photographed with him, courtesy of Mary Gutgsell. He then moved to the 
Selectmen’s Office, courtesy of Keith and Pat Fleury, where he stood until 
May 19". That stormy Saturday was the only date available to all parties 
involved in remounting him on the top of the Soldiers’ Monument. A large 
group braved the weather to watch as “Private Lucien” was restored to his 
rightful place as they enjoyed hot coffee, chili and cookies served by 
Barbara Sanborn and her committee. David Court’s original estimate for 
this job was $7500.00 but the final cost was $5500.00 to which we added 
$100.00 to express our appreciation.

Attempts were made to access grants to help finance this project but we did not meet the 
criteria. We thank Griselda Stahlman and Sue Wilcox for their work in these efforts. 
Planning and engraved paver sales continued. In July, Ken Clarke started the excavating 
by removing and disposing of the cement walk to Village Road and the old flagpole. He 
set the two granite World War II memorials to the sides of the site while preparing the 
ground surrounding the monument for reconfiguration and, as the project progressed, he 
also donated fill materials. 


The challenge of designing a circular walk made of square pavers without the option of 
having a center point was daunting. Chris Kessler, a Wilmot native and a rising senior at 
UMass in landscape architecture volunteered to work on this. One critical aspect of the 
plan was creating a level surface on which to place the walk because the natural slope of 
the land in back of the monument was too steep. Tom and Bill Woodger brought in their 
excavators and many truckloads of fill materials and reconfigured the entire site. They 
repositioned the WWII memorials nearer the monument, placed foundation stones from a 
demolished school in North Wilmot to serve as steps up to the monument base and placed 
a granite boulder front and center to hold the memorial plaque. The foundation stones 
were brought in by Gary Zuger, Tex Brock and Scott Carpenter. The historic granite 
bridge abutments from the Campground Road bridge were moved to the site by Doug 
Rayno and seven were used — three in the shrubbery garden and four in front of the 
monument as seats. Tom relocated the purple lilac bush to the edge of the site where it is 
expected to thrive. 


Concrete paving bricks — similar in color to the monument — were chosen for the 60’ 
walk from Village Road and continued to include the area in front of the monument. 
Gary Zuger recruited a wonderful group of volunteers who fit and laid walkway to 
perfection. The spaces between were filled with screened sand swept into place. Lee 
Huntoon set up a saw on site and trimmed all the concrete and granite pavers as needed. 
Connie Aldrich provided cold drinks for the work parties. The volunteers also cleaned 
surface areas of the monument and WWII tablets which needed attention. In addition to 
many of the people mentioned elsewhere in this report, the following shared in the labor: 
Tex Brock, Christy Carafa, George Carafa, Morgan Carafa, Marc Davis, Joe Dupuis, 
Joanne Franklin, Matthew Franklin, Al Hanson, Mary Kay Huntoon, Emily Inck, Gayle 
Irick, Glenn Irick, Ray Kirby, Liz Kirby, Jim LaValley, Julie Morse, Joyce Neilson, 
Glenn Rayno, Lisa Rayno, Loretta Rayno, Jim Rayno, Stanley K. Rayno, Alex Slover, 
Charles Thompson, Eric Westerberg and Loretta Zuger. 


The shrubbery surrounding the base of the monument was donated by the Wilmot Garden 
Club. Because it had to be low growing and low maintenance, Glenn Irick suggested 
Juniperus “Plumosa compacta’, thirty-six of which he acquired at cost. Another group of 
volunteers planted and mulched these — the mulch donated by Scotts Yard Care and 
Rockwood Excavating — the water from neighbors Judy Lucek, David Benedict and Mimi 
Broadhead.

Six of the lost sixteen original granite cannon balls from the monument were recovered 
and the four best were cleaned, repaired and remounted — one on each of the four corners. 
Of the many options for the memorial plaque, we chose black aluminum because of its 
beauty and durability. Perry Brothers Monuments, who sold us all the granite pavers, 
donated this plaque which was then mounted on its boulder. The plaque states the 
purpose of the memorial as follows: THE CITIZENS OF WILMOT DEDICATE THIS 
MEMORIAL TO ALL AMERICAN VETERANS WHO HAVE HONORABLY SERVED 
OUR COUNTRY IN TIMES OF CONFLICT AND TIMES OF PEACE. WE THANK 
THEM FOR THEIR SACRIFICES. 


The sales of engraved granite pavers for the handicapped accessible memorial walk have 
been very successful. Ninety-four of the 12”x12” size and eighty-seven of the 4°x8” 
curb stone size have been purchased. Mimi Broadhead has sent thank you notes to all 
participants on note paper designed and generously printed by John Swindell. Blank 
pavers of both sizes are still available for engraving and placement in the spring. Order 
blanks are available at the Selectmen’s office. The large pavers are laid in a 
checkerboard pattern alternating engraved and blank blocks. Jeff Sanborn helped with 
prepping the pavers. Chris Kessler meticulously placed them by measuring, leveling and 
adjusting the angles to create a perfect circle. To express our appreciation for his vision, 
skill, expertise and dedication, the Bicentennial Committee presented him with a 
monetary gift. The smaller pavers serve as a curb between the walk and the shrubbery 
garden. The screened sand used as fill between pavers was donated by Scotts Yard Care 
and Rockwood Excavation then Henry Stevens finished packing it securely. 
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A rededication of the Veterans’ Memorial was held as part of the Wilmot Bicentennial 
Celebration on August 18, 2007. There were still some unfinished details but the overall 
concept was clear and very well received by those present. Lindy Heim of the Wilmot 
Garden Club planted red, white and blue petunias around base of the new plaque. Kate 
McKibbin designed the program and Wilbur Grace of Radio Shack provided the public 
address system. Loretta Rayno was Master of Ceremonies and requested all Active 
Military and Veterans to come forward. A flag which flew over the U S Capitol on June 
18, 2007 was presented by Gary Zuger to Mare Davis, President, Wilmot Historical 
Society and Charles Thompson, Chairman, Wilmot Selectmen. Everyone joined in the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag and singing ‘America the Beautiful’ led by Tom Eslick. 
The center piece of the memorial, the new plaque, was unveiled by Elizabeth 
(Thompson) Kirby. A bagpipe solo of ‘Amazing Grace’ was rendered by Bob Campbell 
and the program closed with everyone singing ‘God Bless America’. The ‘icing’ was a 
beautiful cake given by David Brooks of the Profile Automobile League and enjoyed by 
all. 


The old flagpole had been removed in hopes of having two new, low maintenance, 30’ 
fiberglass poles to replace it. The Wilmot Historical Society donated one flagpole in 
memory of four deceased members and a paver bearing their names to place in front of it. 
The second flagpole was a gift from Doug & Jayne Rayno and Craig & Lorrie Sliter and 
their families. The Sliters and the Woodgers installed the poles. A 4’x6’ American flag 
was given by Keith and Pat Fleury which now flies with another American Flag, a New 
Hampshire State Flag and a POW-MIA Flag, forward of and framing the monument. 
David White, Chief of Police will see that the flags are appropriately displayed. The 
grooming and seeding of the entire site was finished by the Woodgers in early October. 
Additional plantings are planned to enhance the border of the site and there are engraved 
pavers ready to be placed in the spring. 


Wilmot Road Agent, Lee Ford has worked with every phase of this project and will 
continue to maintain the memorial. The Wilmot Garden Club plans to place colorful 
annuals around the plaque and help with other beautification efforts. The Selectmen have 
been an ongoing source of support and cooperation. Mary Gutgsell’s faithful 
photographic documentation of everything and attention to publicity was outstanding. 
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The original Soldiers’ Monument Committee of 1919 consisted of my Great Grandfather, 
Benjamin Emons of Wilmot Flat, Fred Goodhue of Wilmot Center and John K. Stearns of 
North Wilmot, all of whom have descendants living in Wilmot today. They are honored 
with pavers in the walk to the left of the plaque. When, in 2000, Keith Fleury, Loretta 
Rayno and | started talking about a way to update the Soldiers’ Monument to honor our 
veterans, we wanted to perpetuate the vision of these men and bring it into the 21“ 
century. We believe this has been achieved and trust that they would approve. 


Participating in this project has been a wonderful, heart-warming experience. Keith and 
Loretta have always been ready with the right suggestions, insights and support — they’re 
the Best. The overwhelming generosity of many of our citizens and the work and support 
of so many more created this Memorial. Everyone’s contribution is deeply appreciated. 

We hope this Memorial will remind all who see it of the sacrifices made by 
our veterans to insure our freedom.
